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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  cf  the  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1955.  • 

The  vital  statistics  show  no  marked  variation  from 
those  of  the  previous  year.  The  birth  and  death  rotes  compare 
favourably  with  the  rates  for  the  County  of  Anglesey  and 
England  & Wales.  Unfortunately,  there  were  two  infant 
deaths  and  one  maternal  death.  The  latter  occurred  in 
hospital  and  was  both  unforseeable  and  unavoidable. 

From  the  table  of  notified  infectious  diseases, 
you  will  note  that  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  whooping  cough,  but  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  measles. 
However  os  far  as  is  known,  no  serious  complications  occurred 
os  a result  of  this  disease.  Eight  cases  of  dysentery  and 
four  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Regarding  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  district 
as  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  I would  state  that  the 
existing  sewerage  schemes  is  grossly  inadequate  to  meet  the 
present  day  requirements.  The  scheme  for  the  new  sewage 
disposal  works  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Consultant  Engineers 
and  it  is  hoped  that  an  early  commencement  will  be  made  in  1956. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr,  Chairman 
and  Members  for  your  interest  and  the  Clerk,  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help.
